Two men were suffocated to death 
and two others injured yesterday after- 
noon when they were buried in an 
avalanche of dirt in a cave-in at the 
excavation for the new hotel of the 
Cafritz Construction Co., at Fourteenth 
and K streets northwest. 

Walter Thomas, 38 years 21d, and 
Joseph Waters, 50, both colored labor- 
ers from Pomfret, Charles Vounty, Md., 
were pronounced dead shortly after be- 
Ing dug out by fellow laborers and 
members of the Fire Department. Clif- 
ford Jackson, colored, 39 years old, also 
of th Maryland town, is tn a critical 
condition with a passible broken back 
and internal injuries at Emergency 
Hospital, and Henry Ford, colored, 42 
years old, of 423 Delaware avenue 
southwest, ts suffering from shock and 
undetermined injurles at the same in- 
stitution.

Thousands Drawn to Scene. 


The accident occurred shortly after 2 
o'clock and attracted thousands of 
spectators from the downtown business 
section. Police reserves were called out 
and a cordon thrown around the im- 
mense hole in the ground that covers 
more than a quarter of the block, 
bounded by Fourteenth, Fifteenth, I 
and K streets. This was deemed neces- 
sary as throngs gathered at points of 
vantage on the edge of the excavation 
and it was feared their weight might 
cause another cave-in. 

The cause of the sudden collapse of 
the supports and the deluge of the 
dirt upon the workmen has not been 
definitely established, but Acting Fire 
Chief P. W. Nicholson and Battalion 
Chief Hubert F. McConnell were on the 
scene shortly after the accident and are 
conducting an investigation. Under 
their orders, Dyer put his men to work 
immediately to bulld new supports 
while other workmen were still digging 
for the bodies of the buried men. 

Members of No. 3 Truck Co. and the 
fire rescue squad got to;Ford, the first 
rescued, about 10 minutes after the 
cave-in, and Jackson was dug out 
about 5 minutes later. Waters was 
taken out dead after half an hour’s 
digging, and shortly thereafter Thomas’ 
body was found. Dr. Leon Gordon, of 
the Emergency Hospital, attended each 
victim as he was found and adminis- 
tered stimulants to the first two be- 
fore they were entirely dug out. 


Artificial Respiration Fails. 


When Thomas’ body was unearthed 
after having been buried for approxti- 
mately 40 minutes, Dr. Gordon be- 
lieved that he detected u slight sign 
of life, and he and the fire tescue 
squad worked over the mat in a vain 
effort to revive him. ‘The body was 
placed on boards near rteam 
shovel in the excavation, and artificie] 
respiration was tried for “0 minutes 
before hope was abandoned. His body 
was taken to the District Morgue.

The little 
cigar-shaped, white-winged plane was 
loaded with 530 gallons of gasoline, just 
about enough for a 24-hour flight, and 
a check began shortly after landing to 
determine how much of the fuel was 
left. 

The westward fiight covered approx!- 
mately the course flown over by Col. 
Arthur Goebel when he = piloted the 
same plane to a new West-East nonstop 
transcontinental record of 18 hours and 
55 minutes several weeks ago. This 
westward course lay over McKeesport, 
Pa.; Columbus, Ohlo; Indlanapollis, 
Terre Haute, Ind.; Wichita, Kans.; Al- 
buquerque, N. Mex., and through the 
San Bernardino Pass into southern 
California. 

This was the third time Tucker had 
sent his plane into a coast-to-coast 
grind. The first West-to-East attempt 
was unsuccessful, but on the second 
attempt Goebel piloted the machine 
through to the record. 

A bag of apples and two canteens of 
water were taken along as nourishment 
for the fillers. 

Much anxiety was felt for the plane 
during the morning and early after- 
noon, the only definite word of it be- 
ing received from Albuquerque, where it 
was sighted at 9:10 a. m. mountain 
time. 

About 150 persons were on hand at 
Mines Field when the plane arrived. 
After a rest the men were expected to 
discuss reported plans for a return trip 
eastward and tell of their experiences 
on the westward flight. 

After swinging low out of the south- 
east haze, heading to drop onto Mines 
Field, the shimmering silver-coated 
monoplane circled twice above the 
field. Capt. Collyer was the first to 
show himself after he brought the 
Yankee Doodle to a perfect three-point 
landing. His financial backer and 
friend, Harry Tucker, then slowly un-

Bougrat, French Physician, Is Third to Reach Safety Out 
of Hundreds Who Make Attempt—Some Perish 


in Jungles, Hunger 


Drives Others Back. 


_ Caracas, Venezuela, Oct. 25 (U.P.).— 
The thing which more than 500 hard- 
ened criminals attempt every year-—- 
the almost impossible escape frorn 
Devils Island prison colony—apparent- 
ly has been accomplished again, and 
this time by one of the most notorious 
French convicts. 

Dr. Pierre Bougrat, sentenced for life 
to the penal colony in French Guiana 
for the brutal and sensational murder 
of a pottery company collector. has 
reached Irapa, a small seaport on the 
Gulf of Paria. according to word re- 
ceived here. He was reported offictaliy 
in Paris to have disappeared from the 
colony on September 5 last. 

Two other prisoners were with Dr 
Bougrat when he escaped into tiie wil- 
derness of jungle which surrounds the 
penal colony. It was aot known 
whether they, too, reached safety or 
had died in the attempt, as many 
others have done. 

The jungle, which spreads for miles 
behind the coastal colony popularlv 
known as Devils Island, is impene- 
trable and many convicts who succeec 
in eluding guards are forced to return 
by hunger and fear of the vast tropi- 
cal wilderness. i 

Dr. Bougrat, once @ prominent Mar- 
seille physician, was charged with mur-

der when the body of his victim was 
found almost by accident. fhe body of 
the doctor’s victim, Jacques Rumebe 
the collector, was found months after 
the crime concealed in a closet in the 
office of Bougrat. The door io the 
closet had been sealed 
over. 

It. had been known that Rumebe 
called on Dr. Bougrat shortly before 
he disappeared and that he had a 
large sum of money in nis possession 
at the time. 

While the prosecution «harged that 
Dr. Bougrat had killed *he collector 
for the money, the defense contended 
that Rumebe had died while veing 
treated by the physician and that Dr 
Bougrat had -concealed the body for 
fear that the death would bdDlemish 
his reputation.

Judge Hopes to Give Case to 
Jury in Time for Verdict 
by Saturday. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Frederick, Md., Oct. 25.~Attorneys 
for the defense began at 9:15 o’clock 
tonight their attempt to prove that 
Samuel T. Robertson, Bethesda build- 
ing contractor, is innocent of the mur- 
der of Edward L. Mills, Montgomery, 
County, Md., dairy farmer. The State 
had completed presentation of its evi- 
dence against Robertson a few minutes 
before. 

The State rested after two $100-a-day 
firearms experts, Col. Calvin Goddard, 
New York, and Prof. Charies O. Gun- 
ther, Hoboken, N. J., had given tech- 
nical testimony that Mills was slain by 
bullets fired by a combination of parts 
of two automatic pistols taken from 
the defendant by police. 

Identification was made possible, the 
experts explained, by the similarity of 
marks made on test shells by the firing 
pin of one of the automatics to the 
marks on a shell found near the muf- 
dered man’s body, and by the simf- 
larity of test bullets to the fatal bule- 
let. 

Defense Calls Expert 

Defense Counsel Stedman Prescott 
called his first witness, William A. 
Jones, another firearms expert of New 
York. who said that the bullets which 
killed Mills could not have been fired 
from either of the automatics in evt- 
dence. 

Robertson himself, according to Pres- 
cott, will not be called to the stand 
until virtually all the defense wit- 
nesses have testified. 

The court room was crowded at the 
murder trial’s first night session. Judge 
Hammond Urner expressed the hope 
that the case might be given to the 
jury in time for a verdict by Saturday. 

Chief of Police A. A. Moxley, of 
Rockville, was one of the witnesses 
called by the state before it rested 
its case. He testified that Robertson 
said, “You are wrong on part of that,” 
when Moxley, told him that the auteo- 
matic which he turned in to Mont- 
gomery County police following an 
altercation with Wilson Trout, of Glen, 
was the one from which had been fired 
the shots that killed Mills. 

The shots that killed Mills, accord- 
ing to Goddard, were fired from the 
breech of what is known in the trial as 
“gun No. 1” and the barrel of “gun 
No.. 2.”

Dr. Souder Is Called. 

The first automatic is the one Rob- 
ertson turned over to police after an 
altercation with Trout just prior to his 
arrest on the murder charge. “Gun 
No, 2” was taken by police at Robert- 
son’s residence. The State contends 
that the original barre] of “gun No. 1” 
was switched to “gun No. 2” after the 
murder. 

Practically all the testimony today 
was highly technical 
difficult to follow. Dr. Wilmer Souder, 
of the United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards, Washington, was on the stand at 
the morning session to give expert tes- 
timony relative to specimens of type- 
writing. Goddard was also on the 
stand during the morning session and 
nearly the entire afternoon. Numerous 
photographs of fatal and test shells and 
fatal and test bullets were introduced 
as exhibits by the State in its effort to 
fasten the murder on Robertson. 

The jury was called from the bos 
two or three times to look at shells and 
bullets under a powerful electrically 
equipped microscope provided by God- 
dard. The expert on small arms algo 
used @ blackboard in his testimony, 
drawing pictures to illustrate certain 
points. 

Testimony Difficult to Follow, 


Spectators leaving the courtroom at 
the end of the afternoon session were 
heard to ask each other if they undere 
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| stood and followed the technical testi- 
mony. Extreme difficulty in doing this 
_ Was acknowledged on all sides, | 
In his morning testimony Goddard 
described the manufacture of bullets 
and illustrated differences between the 
_ Same types of bullets made by different 
> Manufacturers, He also ilustrated how 
‘the firearm used could be determined 
by examination of the bullet. He ex- 
plained that different manufacturers 
employ the use of different groove pat- 
terns for the interiors of pistol barrels. 
Dr. Souder, the typewriter expert, 
said in his testimony that he had ex- 
amined the “obscene note” found 
pinned to Mills’ clothing by his widow 
‘ through certain instruments designed 
- to establish the characteristics of type- 
“writers. He examined also, he said, 
the typewriter taken from the Robert- 
son home. 


Defense Experts to Testify. 


Dr. Souder was confident, he an- 
» 8wered in response to a question, that 

-the -murder note or death letter and 
the test letters were written on the 
same typewriter. 

On cross-examination Dr, Souder ad- 
mitted that he had found certain dif- 
ferences in the characteristics of the 
letters in the murder note and the 
letters in the test writing. He pointed 
out, however, that changes in the 
characteristics of letters may develop 
in a typewriter over a period of nine 
‘months, the time elapsing between the 
slaying of Mills and the arrest of Rob- 
ertson. 

Experimental tests were made on the 
Robertson typewriter in the courtroom. 
The writing in these tests and the 
Various other typewriting exhibits 
which have been offered as evidence 
were scrutinized by the jury under a 
microscope. 

The case against Robertson hinges 
on the typewriter and automatic pis- 
tols taken from him. David C. Wine- 
brenner 3d, Secretary of State of Mary- 
land, who its associated with Prescott 
and other defense counsel, said today 
that the defense would introduce ex- 
pert’s testimony to combat that offered 
by the state. The defense has sum- 
moned more witnesses, but is expected 
to complete its case in less time than

New York, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—More than 
three-fourths of the Democratic mem- 
bers of and candidates for Congress, 
have signed a declaration indorsing the 
Democratic tariff plank and Gov. 
Smith’s interpretation of it in his 
Louisville speech, Democratic national 
chairman, John J. Raskob, announced 
in a radio address tonight. 

The declaration reaffirmed the alle- 
giance of the party to a nonpartisan 
tariff commission as recommended in 
the platform and expressed approval of 
Gov. Smith's remarks at Louisville 


when he promised to consider no 
change in the tariff, but specific revi- 
sions in specific schedules, each con- 
sidered on the basis of investigation 
by the nonpartisan commission and 
hearing before Congress. 

Rascob also declared that the prosper- 
it; for which the Republicans took full 
credit had resulted from eight years of 
Democratic rule under President Wilson. 

Further good times were endangered, 
he contended, because the Republican 
“protectionist scheme” made no pro- 
vision for restoring the buying power 
of the farmers and building up the 
domestic market. The domestic market, 
he maintained, offered more possibili- 
ties of absorbing the output of Ameri- 
can industry than the export. trade 
favored by Herbert Hoover.

By Clubwomen Canceled 


Federation Insists She Could Not Attend—Withdrawn, 
Says Democratic Committee—Governor’s Wife Wise 
in Keeping Away, Says Mrs. Otto Kahn. 


New York, Oct. 25 (N.Y.W.N.S.).—A 
luncheon invitation to Mrs. 
Alfred E. Smith, wife of the governor, 
has caused dissension within the New 
York City Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
it was learned today, and has led to a 
frank disagreement between the fed- 
eration’s president, Mrs. Harry Harvey 
Thomas, and the Democratic national 
committee. The only fact on which 
both agreed today is that Mrs. Smith 
will not be the guest of honor at the 
federation’s convention and luncheon 
tomorrow at the Hotel Astor. 


According to the Democratic commit- 
tee, Mrs. Smith was invited by Mrs. 
Thomas and then the invitation with- 
drawn. Mrs. Thomas, however, in let- 
ters to newspapers, said merely that 
Mrs. Smith had been unable “to ac- 
cept the invitation.” 

“Just a lot of Republicans that made 
a fuss about it,” was the comment of 
one officer of the clubwomen. The 
federation, which includes 399 clubs 
and more than 150,000 clubwomen, is 
known to be predominantly Republi- 
can, though in the past it has been 
strictly nonpartisan. Mrs. Thomas re- 
cently came out for Gov. Smith. 

The Democratic committee asserted 
flatly today that the invitation to Mrs. 
Smith had been withdrawn, and de- 
clared that it had letters to prove this. 
A statement issued from its headquar- 
ters sald, in part: 


“Mrs. Smith had accepted a formal 
invitation to attend tomorrow the con- 
vention and luncheon of the New York 
City. Federation of Women’s Clubs at 
the Hotel Astor. This invitation has 
been withdrawn by Mrs. Cora B. 
Thomas, president of the federation. 
Mrs. Smith will attend a luncheon to 
be given Satuurday at the Hotel Com- 
fi by the Women's Democratic 
Club.” 


In her letter correcting the “error” 


of an announcement that Mrs. Smitn 
would be the honor guest of the fed- 
eration at its luncheon, Mrs. Thomas 
wrote that “it has been the custom of 
the New York City Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, Inc., a nonpartisan organi- 
zation, for the past two years to invite 
the wife of the mayor of the city, the 
wife of the governor of the State, and 
the wife of the President of the United 
States, but none of these three will be 
able to accept the invitation on Octo- 
ber 26.” 

It was learned, however, that Repub- 
lican members of the federation had 
planned a demonstration if Mrs. Smith 
attended the luncheon. Other officials 
of the club women made no denial 
that the invitation had been with- 
drawn, and one of them, Mrs. Otto 
Kahn, first vice president, said: 

“Personally, I think Mrs. Smith wise 
in not coming, though I don’t know 
who withdrew the invitation.”

The thought is prevalent among the 
Republican leaders here that Hoover 
is more popular than Coolhdge The 
State is industrial, it is exvlained, and 
Hoover its looked upon us an indus- 
trial economist and one who will find 
a solution for this State’s industrial 
predicament, admittedly a wredica- 
ment, despite the governmental sta- 
tistics and prosperity talks, the same 
predicament that all of the New Eng- 
land textile States are in.

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GOV. SMITH ON SOCIALISM. 


In his speech at Boston Gov. Smith de- 
fended himself as best he could against 
Mr. Hoover’s charge that the Democratic 
candidate’s proposal to put the Govern- 
ment into business is nothing but State 
socialism.

BAD STREET REPAIR RECORD. 


The Assistant Engineer Commissioner, Capt, 
H. C. Whitehurst, has explained to a commit- 
tee of the Board of Trade some of the reasons 
for inefficiency in repairing the city’s streets, 
Seldom, if ever, were the arteries of traffic of 
the District so badly torn up as they were 
during this year. Until recently it has been 
practically impossible to drive through the 
city without striking badly timed and pworly 
laid out construction work. Washington, of

He discloses 
further that the present program has been 
but half completed, and that the remainder 
probably will have to be put over till spring. 

Because of the criticism that has followed 
the work of this summer and autumn, it Is 
possible that better planning will be done 
when the other half of the program is under- 
taken in the spring. Capt. Whitehurst’s office 
realizes that better methods must be worked 
out, and that some scheme must be devised 
whereby the various interests affected by re- 
surfacing and repairing can coordinate their 
activities.

But for President Coolidge’s 
veto the country would now witness a so- 
cialistic and bureaucratic experiment on 
a tremendous scale, with all the attend- 
ant evils that Mr. Hoover pictured in his 
analysis of the subject in his speech in 
New York. Goy. Smith has intimated 
several times that he favors the Norris 
scheme, and he has criticized President 
Coolidge for vetoing it. He advocates 
the injection of the Government into 
business, and he insists that refusal to do 
so is to surrender the Nation’s property 
to private greed. 

It is unfortunate for Gov. Smith that 
Senator Norris has decided to support 
him. If anything could convince the 
country that Mr. Hoover is right it is 
Senator Norris’ decision to oppose him.

YANK®E DOODLE’S RECORD. 


Harry Tucker’s Lockhead-Vega monoplane 
Yankee Doodle now holds both the West-Kast 
and the East-West records for nonstop trans- 
continental flight. The former was established 
by Art Goebel August 20. The latter was 
established when the plane was brought down 
upon a Los Angeles flying field yesterday 
afternoon. Goebel’s flight was made in slight- 
ly less than 19 hours, but yesterday’s flight 
required approximately 25 hours. It was, 
nevertheless, some two hours speedier than 
the previous record East-West flight completed 
in May, 1923, by Lieuts. Macready and Kelly. 

Nonstop transcontinental flights provide a 
grueling test of man and machine, In either 
direction there is a formidable chain of moun- 
tains to be negotiated soon after the take-off 
with a heavily laden machine, and another 
series of mountain ranges to be flown over just 
before the landing, when man and motor are 
tired after the continuous strain of a long 
flight. Between times the entire gamut of 
weather conditions is apt to be encountered— 
from sunshine to tempest, from the freezing 
atmosphere of high mountain altitudes to the 
torrid temperatures that prevail over the 
desert. 

The flight demonstrates again that flying 
from East to West is more of an undertaking 
than flying toward the rising sun. It serves 
to emphasize the danger faced by those who 
attempt to fly from Europe to America. 


RADIO IN POLITICS.

Radio will 
purify politics, said Senator Harrison. “The 
blatant demagogue once sought the little ham- 
let where not even a newspaper account of 
his speech would be circulated,” he added, 
“sd that he might display his goods and wares 
in demagoguery.

AIRPORT PROJECTS. 


Dr. Eckener’s suggestion that Washington 
would be a desirable location for the American 
terminal of the proposed transatlantic dirigible 
line has been confused, in the popular mind, 
with the creation of the municipal airport. 
The two projects are entirely dissimilar. The 
municipal airport is to serve the city as a 
harbor serves a seaport: The line which Dr. 
Eckener hopes to establish must provide Its 
own hangars and permanent landing field, as a 
transatlantic steamship line must build its own 
docks. It is not advisable to. provide for 
berthing and servicing of dirigibles at 
municipal airport.

BUSINESS UNAFRAID. 


Despite the fact that 1928 is a presidential 
year, it is not an off year for business. The 
factors of prosperity are deep rooted, and the 
people seem to be confident that the next 
administration will not upset business. 

A survey of business conditions reveals 
much of interest. The 4,000 questionnaires 
sent out to all lines of business disclose that 
throughout the country the rate of building 
has been the same as that of last year. The 
textile industries show a slight increase. 
Practically all other business lines are upon 
the plane of last year or reveal increases. Of 
those to whom the questionnaires were sent, 
50.7 per cent report better business, while 
24.1 per cent report no change, and 25.2 find 
it not so good: Over 67 per cent of all in- 
dustries show an increase in employment. Of 
those reporting decreased employment, but 3 
per cent note any large decrease. Wage in- 
creases are reported by 77.4 per cent of the 
industries, while of the 24.4 per cent noting 
decreases in wages, the wage reduction is 
small. Every item of the list in the question- 
naire reveals a better showing for business 
and employment than last year. 

Rarely, if ever before, have economic and 
political policies worked together to maintain 
prosperity in spite of the admitted uncertainty 
involved in a change of national adminis- 
tration.

JAIL MENUS. 


The fact that there are more Cana- 
dians in American penal institutions 
than in their own has been thought to 
be due to the greater laxity of law en- 
forcement in this country, observes the 
Detroit Free Press. The possibility that 
it may be in part due to the more 
lavish tables spread in our prisons 
should not be overlooked. 

A typical menu in one American 
prison provides the following Sunday 
fare for the inmates-* 

Breakfast—Cereals and milk, bread, 
butter, rolls, coffee, sugar, sirup.

Easy Marriage, Easy Divorce. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
Episcopal clergymen are again agitating 
the question of stricter and more uni- 
form marriage and divorce laws. This 
is well. The ease with which divorces 
are obtained in some parts of the Union 
is a disgrace to the country and to civil- 
ization. The question is: how can unl- 
form laws on those subjects be ob- 
tained? It is doubtful whether Con- 
gress has the power to enact such laws, 
and it will be a hard task to get the 
States to agree to uniformity. Several 
attempts have been made by the peo- 
ple of Nevada to secure stricter divorce 
laws in that State, but have failed be- 
cause Reno is growing rich through the 
money expended there by those seeking 
to obtain divorce. If all the other 
States should agree upon some uniform 
and more stringent laws and Nevada 
still stand out, it would result only in 
greater wealth to Reno. 

Hasty and ill-advised marriages might 
be curbed to some extent, and that 
might operate to reduce the number of 
divorces, as most of them come from 
such marriages. There was a_ time 
when one of the countries of Asia re- 
quired a couple to live together for 
seven years before a divorce was per- 
mitted. At one time in most of the 
States of the Union divorces were ob- 
talnable only by act of the legislature. 
Then divorces were rare and the morals 
of the people were high. The Episcopal 
clergymen will perform a solemn duty 
and accamplish a@ great good to the 
country if they will keep up the agi- 
tation until more stringent laws are 
enacted and enforced. It is a common 
thing here in Washington to hear 
young girls discussing marriage with 
the declaration that if they didn’t like 
it they would get a divorce.

| They came from General Motors, 
vhich reported that earnings for nine 
nonths not only had established a 
record for the period but were greater 
than for the entire year 1927; E. I. 
Du Pont de Nemours & Co., Bethle- 
hem Steel Corporation and from nu- 
merous other corporations in a wide va- 
riety of industries. Many reported 
earnings 50 per cent or more above 
those of similar periods of last year. 

President Alfred P. Sloan, of Gen- 
eral Motors, announced net earnings 
for the first nine months totaling 
$240,534,613, equal, after dividends on 
preferred and debenture stock, to 
$13.42 per share on the common stock, 
as compared with $193,758,302, or 
$10.75 per share on common, in the 
first nine months of 1927. 

Earnings for the third quarter were 
$79,266,639, or $4.42 per share on the 
common, against $64,508,905, or $3.57, 
in 1927, a net gain of $14,758,544. Re- 
tail sales during the nine months in- 
creased 24.5 per cent, to 1,576,708 cars, 
and sales to dealers increased 22 per 
cent, to 1,606,902, total sales being 
greater for the nine months than for 
all of last year. 


Du Pont Income Higher. 


Du Pont net income for nine months 
was $02,278,679, yielding after divi- 
dends $48,334,159, or, $18.16 per share 
on common stock, as compared with 
$32,726,558, or $12.30 per share in the 
\ corresponding period of 1927. Earn- 
ings from operations increased about 
38.per cent to $16,899,218. Net in- 
come for the third quarter was $19,- 
581,343, an increase of about 56 per 
cent, or $7,903,343 above the net for 
the corresponding period of 1927, and 
equal to $6.84 per share on common 
stock against $4.24. 

President Eugene G. Grace, of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, reported 
net income for the third quarter of

ond quarter and $2,788,053 in the third 
quarter of 1927, equal after dividends 
and charges to $1.43 per share on com- 
mon stock, as compared with $1.57 
for the second quarter and 61 cents 
per share in the third quarter of 1927.

$50,000,000 Purchase, Aid- 
~ ed by Fishers, Revives 
Talk of Merger. 


New York, Oct. 25 (A.P.).—Arthur W. 
Cutten, of Chicago, and associates, in~ 
cluding the Fisher brothers, of Detroit, 
today acquired a substantial interest 
in the Sinclair Consolidated Oil Cor- 
poration through the purchase of 
treasury common stock, and the cor- 
poration announced that Mr. Cutten 
would be elected to the board of direc- 
tors at the next meeting. 

The Cutten-Fisher interests are re- 
ported also to have bought heavily into 
the stock on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. Nearly 1,000,000 shares of it 
changed hands on the exchange in the 
last two days, and it rose in price from 
$32 to $37.25 per share, and closed to- 
day at $36.75. Of 5,500,000 authorized 
shares, Sinclair has 4,259,481 shares 
outstanding. The Cutten-Fisher group 
is understood to have purchased the 
balance of the authorized stock, 
amounting to 1,240,519 shares. On the 
basis of today’s quotations, the market 
value of the treasury stock acquired 
would be more than $50,000,000.

‘HOFMAN CONCERT 
RECEIVES OVATION 


Master Pianist Opens Series 
of Washington Cooperative 
Artists’ Offerings. 


EXPRESSION IS BRILLIANT 


The Washington Cooperative Artists 
Concert Course could not have made 
a happier choice for its first concert 
than the presentation of Josef Hofmann, 
master pianist and musician par ex- 
cellence, at the opening of its evening 
series at the new Auditorium last night. 
While the house was not crowded to 
capacity, a fair sized audience was 
present. 

Mr. Hofmann was in one of his most 
delightful playing moods. His program 
gave ample range for all facets of his 
genius to be exhibited in memorable 
brilllancy. It was admirably adapted, 
too, for a popular concert series, and 
while of substantial make-up, was by 
no means planned for technicians alone. 

His first number was variations in 
E major, “The Harmonious Blacksmith,” 
by G. F. Handel, a joy to music lovers 
since the eighteenth century. 

Surely it was never better played 
than it was by Mr. Hofmann last night. 
He read into it anew the musical witch- 
ery, magic and daintiness one has come 
to associate with that composer. The 
applause which greeted its conclusion 
rose again to welcome the melodious 
measures of Mendelssohn’s “Scherzo in 
E Minor,” out of which last night's 
artist drew ne tonal beauties. 

In “The Carneval,” by Robert Schu- 
mann, with its differing movements, 
the master planist had an opportunity 
to display his phrasing and infinite 
art of interpretation. 

To many, the Chopin group was the 
featured part of the program. Mr. 
Hofman plays Chopin as one who loves 
and thoroughly knows the work of 
that great Polish composer. The

Unity of Christian churches and 
world peace were urged in the pastoral 
letter of the Bishops of the Episcopal 
Church, read at the closing service of 
the forty-ninth general convention in 
the Church of the Epiphany yesterday 
afternoon by the Right Rev. Edward 
L.- Parsons, Bishop of California. 

A warning was contained in the 
pastoral letter that all partisan dif- 
ferences should be forgotten by clergy 


and laity in the common cause of 
bringing about the Kingdom of Christ 
on earth. The clergy were told in un- 
mistakable terms that they should ad- 
here to the “form oi teaching and 
worship in the prayer book” and that 
church law and doctrine forbids the 
submerging of established usage by 
alien rites. 

The strain between che Protestant 
and Catholic wings of the Episcopal 
Church were described as one “group 
seeking a fuller measure of what it 
counts Catholic and another group 
sick at heart lest some of the great 
values which we gained at the re- 
formation may be lost. One prays 
hopefully for reunion with the Church 
of Rome, the other seeks continually 
closer relations with Protestantism.” 
Further on in the pastoral letter the 
remedy for this situation is declared to 
E> mot the victory of one side over 
the other, but “readjustment of the 
relation of truths and the discovery of 
new perspective~.” 


Christian Unity Held Near. 

That Christian unity is nearer at 
hand than ever before and is a mat- 
ter of practical and immediate con- 
cern, the bishops also declared Empha- 
sis was placed on the advance made 
toward Christian unity in the Edin- 


burgh conference, Lambeth appeal 
Stockholm conference and Lausanne 
conference, “all witnessing to the fact 
that Christians are beginning to un- 
derstand that a divided church is by 
the very nature of Christianity an in- 
defensible, impossible thing.” 

The pastoral letter, while warning 
the members of the Episcopa! Church 
that it is not the business of that body 
to control governments, reminds it also 
that “the most momentous task which 
faces the world today is the warfare 
against war.” It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that the view that if war is not 
destroyed Christian civilization will be 
is too exaggerated. “Christ is too 
strongly intrenched in human society 
to be conquered by war, no matter 
how world-wide,” the pastorg! asserts 
A little later it is admitted that “war 
is destructive of what Christ stands 
for, is degrading, brutal, bestial and, 
like the devil, the father of lies and 
hatred, and assaults all that dignifies 
and beautifies the human life.” 

While, according to the pastoral, the 
church should not attempt to con- 
trol government, yet it should speak 
in no uncertain way concerning the 
Christian view of life and the rela- 
tions of men and nations to one an- 
other. 


Old Hymn Sung at Close. 


The general convention adjourned 
without day at 3:20 p m., and its last 
act was to sing in a swelling chorus 
of men’s voices, without choir or organ 
accompaniment, the words of “Blest Be 
the Tie That Binds.” 

Before he pronounced the benedic- 
tion the presiding bishop, the Right 
Rev. John Gardner Murray, Bishop of 
Maryland, declared that the Washing- 
ton general convention was the best 
convention he had ever attended. 

The legislative excitement of the day 
occurred in the House of Deputies, 
where, after meeting in executive ses- 
sion and confirming the election yes- 
terday of the Rev. Dr. Thomas Jen- 
kins, of McMinnville, Oreg., as Mis- 
sionary Bishop of Nevada, after much 
discussion, refusal to concur with the 
House of Bishops in a resolution call- 
ing for modification of the immigra- 
tion laws affecting Orientals was sus- 
tained, 


Deputies Balk Resolution. 


Former Attorney General George W. 
Wickersham led the fight to concur in 
the bishops’ action. The -esolution had 
first been tabled, then the former At- 
torney General forced it once more on 
the floor. “If we can not treat the 
civilized Japanese people as though 
- they were brethren, how can we expect 
them to respond to the Christian ap- 
peal?” he asked. He claimed that the 
assertion that it is a political question 
should not be considered, inasmuch as 
the general convention already has gone 
on record for the World Court, spoken 
kindly of the League of Nations, and 
approved the Kellogg treaties. 

Members of the California delegation 
strenuously opposed adoption of the 
resolution. H. C. Wyckoff, of that dele- 
gation, declared “The United States 
does not want another great p.oblem 
of race assimilation. We have no more 
right to tell Congress what to do about 
immigration than Congress has to tell 
us what to do about the prayer book.” 

The final vote was 76 for concur- 
rence and 157 for nonconcurrence, 

It was stated by the Right Rev. 
Charles Lewis Slattery, Bishop of 
Massachusetts, chairman of the joint 
commission on the revision and enrich- 
ment of the book of common prayer, 
that the new revised edition will be 
ready for general use by February, or 
not later than Easter Day, 1929. In the 
meantime, although the present unre- 
vised edition is legally defunct, it can 
be used by the clergy until the new 
ones are ready. 

A children’s crusade for the filling of 
the Sunday Schools and for training in 
devotion and worship was proposed in 
the house of bishops by the Right Rev. 
Reginald H. Weller, Bishop of Fon du 
Lac. Bishop Weller said that the weak- 
est thing in the Episcopal Church today 
is its educational work. He urged the 
cler to bestir themselves so as to 
train the children in time to give them 
~a@ Christian foundation for their lives.

PLEA OF POLICEMAN 
ALLEN IN GAGE LOST 


Traffic Judge Convicts Him, 
Blotting Record, Despite 
“Persecution” Claim. 


HAD BARED “BRUTALITY” 


An eloquent plea by Policeman R. J. 
Allen, of the Third Precinct, to Judge 
Robert E. Mattingly in Traffic Court 
for dismissal of an overtime parking 


charge against him, which would keep 
his record clean of convictions result- 
ing from “petty persecutions” by broth- 
er officers, yesterday failed. He was 
convicted and liberated on his personal 
recognizance. 


Since he recently charged at a meet- 
ing of the policemen’s association that 
prisoners are often cruelly treated by 
their captors, and that the Police De- 
partment needs a cleaning out “from 
the inside,” he has been the target of 
petty persecutions by other policemen, 
Allen declared. 

“If any other officer than myself 
were caught for this trifling charge, 
there would have been no prosecution,” 
he declared. The charge, he said, was 
not the first of a trifling nature made 
against him by other policemen, but 
thus far he had been able to defeat 
them and keep his record clean. 

Allen, who has gained the sobriquet 
of “the perfect policeman” among his 
brother officers, declared his automo- 
bile was not parked overtime near the 
District Building, where Policeman 
Livermore, of the Traffic Bureau, 
“tagged” it, because he had moved the 
car twice within the two hours it was 
parked near the building. 

Livermore declared he had “tagged” 
the car at 10:20 o’clock and at 12:10 
o’clock when he returned the car’ was 
still in the same position. Allen de- 
clared he had been summoned to the 
building by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, chief 
of police. 

Judge Mattingly declared he based 
his verdict solely on the evidence in 
the case and then pronounced the sen- 
tence, which placed a blot on Allen’s 
record. As the convicted policeman 
was leaving the courtroom two women 
attempted to shake hands with him.

BRINGS MESSAGE TO VETS

er of British forces in Palestine during 
the World War and conqueror of Jeru- 
salem, wil] arrive in Washington to- 
morrow for a brief visit.

DEATH-CAR ORI 
MAY TESTIFY TI 


Coroner’s Jury Given Graphic 
Accounts of Striking of 
Two Women. 


NO TIME FOR BRAKES, 
BATTALION CHIEF SAYS 


Hope Held for Second Victim, 
Conscious in Hospital 
for Few Minutes. 


With twelve witnesses still to be 
heard at the inquest into the fatal ac- 
cident Tuesday at Fourteenth and C 
streets northwst, in- which two young 
women were struck by the speeding 
automobile of a battalion chief of the 


Washington Fire Department, the cor- 
oner’s jury yesterday afternoon re- 
cessed until 11 o'clock this morning, 
after hearing several graphic accounts 
from eye witnesses. 

' Dr. A. M. McDonald, deputy coroner, 
told the jury that the death of Miss 
Cecelia B. King, 23 years old, of 3038 
Otis street northeast, 23 hours after the 
accident, was caused by a dislocation of 
the vertebrae, partial severance of the 
Spinal cord, internal hemorrhages 
and shock. He was preceded on the 
witness stanil by Drs. Leon Gordon and 
Walter Atkins, of the Emerengcy Hos- 
pital staff, who treated the young 
woman. 

William Jaeger, who was driving Act- 
ing Battalion Chief Andrew H. Wolter 
to a small fire when the automobile 
struck the gir’s, attended yesterday’s 
session of the inquest, but was not 
called to testify. Jaeger, who is under 
te-hnical arrest pending the outcome 
of the inquest, appeared in his uniform 
and was visibly broken from the nerv- 
ous strain under which he has labored 
since the tragedy. He was represented 
at the inquest by his attorney, Paul 
Cromlin, who early in the hearing 
started a line of questioning tending 
to exonerate the driver. 


Chief Wolter Testifies. 


Chief Wolter testified in Jaeger’s be- 
half that his automobile was going at a 
moderate speed, not over 35 miles an 
hour, when it struck the young women. 
At Fourteenth and Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, he said, Jaeger had been obliged 
to bring his car to a stop, in order to 
avoid hitting a pedestrian. 

Just before swerving to the left of the 
street car, Wolter said, his driver slack- 
ened the machine’s speed and a man, 
later identified as Bernardo di Gracomo, 
a pitman for the Washington Railway 
& Electric Co., darted across the car 
tracks and narrowly escaped being 
struck. It was immediately after this, 
he stated, that he saw a “flash.” and 
the bodies of the young women hur- 
tling through the air. He said that 
Jaeger was cool and, collected at the 
time and handled the machine with 
consummate skill. There was no op- 
| portunity to swerve or apply the brakes, 
jhe said. 

Other eye witness accounts were 
given by Charles F. Snyder, heating ex- 
pert of the Potomac Electric Co., where 
the two young women were employed, 
and by Policeman Charles E. McWill- 
lams, Of the Traffic Bureau. Their 
stories to a great degree substantiated 
that told by Wolter. 


Policeman Saw Accident. 


| McWilliams was detailed at Four- 
| teenth and F streets at the time that 
the accident occurred. He was stand- 
ing at that intersection and, although 
three blocks away, had a full view of 
the scene from the higher level. 

Assistant Traffic Director M. O. El- 
dridge was called to the stand by 
Jaeger’s counsel to read excerpts from 
the traffic code showing that no tfaf- 
fic regulations apply to fire apparatus 
responding to an alarm 

Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt, who 1s 
presiding at the inquest, objected to 
Cromlin’s attempt to have Eldridge tes- 
tify <“1at Jaeger had violated no traf- 
fic regulation. He declared it was a 
matter for vhe jury to determine. 

While the inquest is progressing, Mrs. 
Margaret A. Connick, 24 years old, of 
1357 Good Hope road southeast, 
surviving young woman, is still in a 
critical condition at Emergency Hos- 
pital. A growing hope, however, is held 
for her recovery. She regained con- 
sclousness for the first time yesterday, 
but so great was her pain that she 
was immediately administered anes- 
thetics. 

Miss King will be buried in Mount 
Olivet Cemetery Saturday. Funeral 
services will be conducted at 9 o'clock 
from St. Francis de Sales Catholic 
Church.
